' By SIR JAMES JEANS . : 

LONDON.-^Theré'ïre man^^ who at- 
tribute most of our 'present national 
woes, Including unem ploy merit In In- 
dustry and the danger of war to the 
recent rapid advance in scientific 
knowledge.

For it Is obvious that the country 
which called a halt to scientific prog- 
ress would soon fall behind cveiT other 
country in other resip«cts as well—in 
its industry, in . its econoinic;,position, 
in its naval and mlUtaiy'-defenses,_and, 
not least important, in its culture. 

Tliosc who sigh lor an Arcadia in 
which all machinery would be scrapped 
and all Invention proclaimed ,a crime, 
as it was In Erewhon; forget that the 
Ercwhoniaiis had neither to compete 
with highly organized scientific com- 
petitors for the trade of tile Vorld nor 
to protect thems^j^fuf^Rst possible

Title of Cartier, "Discoverer 
of Canada," Dcclariptl 
Merited 

Speaking before the St. James Liter- 
ary Society last evening,;]: Dr. Morin 
chose as the subject of^^Js",;: address, 
Jacques Cartier, or nibre '^accurately 
the four voyages of the French explorer 
to Canada.. This subject was partic- 
ularly pertinent in this year, the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discov- 
ery of Canada. ^ 

Although many dispute Jacques Oai- 
tier's right to the title of discoverer of 
Cùiada, Dr. Morin declared that there 
can be no other claimant to the title. 
Surveying a comitry f roni the safety of 
a ship, as did the Norsenien, or making 
aixnrtive attempts tb'fbiin a colony, as 
did the Cabots, cannot be considered 
the true foundhig of a country.

As a special point of note, Dr. Morin 
pointed out that the account of Car- 
tier's first voyage - was printed in an 
Italian translation arid later, retrans- 
lated.

the authoress, Blair Nlles, has made the book 
into v6ry absorbing and lll\uninatiiig reading mat- 
ter. Weaving the historical events ab^atl^tHe^Uftiotj 
the central figure "Maria Falun«''-«n incretU^ 
beautiful native child who grows Into a charming 
and brilliant woman— the hock achieves its best 
moments in describing t)ie terrifyhig,,ajiiv.^;>tures. of 
the Spanish soldiers against the natives a&dJn their 
treks through the hnpehetrable tropical jungles. ' 

The opening chapters of the book are, in oom- 
parison to the remainder, immature. They appear 
to be overwhelmed by a mass of archeological infor- 
mation about the social life of the Aztec culture on 
the Guatemalan Plateau in the Pre^Spanlsh era— a 
sort of history in n^eUsed form for eas^y. consump- 
tion.- With the coming of the Spaniards^iiietaphor- 
ically speaking — the literary style springs to life 
with an abundance 'of richly descriptive passages, 
full of the' coioiiir/of the tropics, ot the horror and 
glory of conquest, and of the fiselhigs of futUity on 
the part of the natives in their resistance to these 
"white children of, the sun seated on féarfu! 
animals." If the novel's ending is extenuated and 
overburdened with domestic detail.'lt his~its recom- 
pense in bits of lyrical 'prose written tt'ltti a p.'.i 
dipj^ed deeply into a fertile imagination. . 

The book has much to say about the events that 
befall Its characters. There are, first of all, Paluna's 
childhood, her early imiveasions, and her Aitec edu- 
cation; then the coining of the Spaniards and the 
resultant change in her life; her meetiiig with the 
Spanish cavalier Leon and the subsequent details 
of the greatest love-story of all times ■— as the 
authoress wbuM,have t(t'b!»li«^^^ the'death of Leoh 
îleayin|i:'ni«^^âi^^w^ "Paiuiiia's sec- 

oiod mmia^i^' to^^w 'of-i^ race; the details 
of their children and their gnndchildren, and po on, 

AU the above welter of Information combined 
with the other business of the novel has the effect 
of keeping the reader .detached from the story,, an 
onlooker at a swiftly passing panorama; it is as if 
he were gazing out of à railway caitiage window at 
dkappearing landseape6,'^'ewh of which composes a 
picture of definite aesthetic qualities fully -comple- 
mented witii intimiàte^'foregi-ound détails against 
harmonious i>ackgrounds, all just outside the win- 
down, and always Just; but ot reach. The result Is 
that the book moves rapidly but not too skej^hily,— 
the interest is mahitained constantly and the read- 
er is- assured, at least of good reading material. And 
if he looks for enlightenment too, then he will b^' 
satisfied even on that score.— H. F. /

is imbued with an infematloBal flavour which is not 
altogether borne out by Mr. Ludwig's treatment of 
his siibjeot. Although tiie originals of his portraits 
have all been intimately^ connected with the most 
important Èuropean political issues of the post 
thirty years, he has succeeded in holding himself 
aloof from all controversial matter: 'He has remain- 
ed the biographer rather than the historian. 

The book differs from others that Mr. Lud wig 
has written during the past fifteen years, hi that 
it treats of living or of but recently deceased pei'- 
sons,' witii all of wliom. tâe author has had some 
personal "ocmtact. On this account we are given a 
more understandable portrait of his subjects than 
has been the case where'-his -treatment .was purely 
historical. The chapter on Mot ta, foç. Instance, is 
practically pm-e portraiture and we-ai-e given reveal- 
ing glimpses of the Swiss statesman in hip little 
mountain home. 

The book is divided into two i^ ^fSet ions te 
spectivèly entitled "Servants of|^||p$Ie'' and 
"Rulers of the People". The division is, of course, 
Mr. Ludwig's own ahd- Kis distinction of ruler, and 
servant might perhâps te qùesliofiîîilViiyl^anÔtHw^^ 
different poHt^l ideally !^ViVi^>...l>.l-^,- :

his treatment of events but In his 
treatment, of the actions of Ills char- 
acters. He himself confesses to a tend- 
ency toward herorworshlp although 
adding that there are noi;, at the prés- 
ent time, any Idols worthy of his hom- 
age. 

It is in the five chapters on '^'Ser- - 
vants of. the' People" that this tend-., 
ency becomes most evident. Viewing 
his subjects as predestined to lead the 
people Of Europe to a higher civilisa- 
tion, Mr, Ludwig is reluctant to attri- 
bute to them any inferiority of mind or 
ethics. In speaking of the none-tpo- 
sàvoury Intrigues of Masaryk he re- 
marks on the greatness of mind of one 
who "believes In a higher' jiuitilce than 
that ot the legal system under whl^h 
he lives." • 

The above remarks are not to be 
considered as derogatory to the book as 
a whole. Mr. Ludwig's excellence as a 
biographer is too well-known to re- 
quire reiteration here. In his chapter 
oh Nansen he proves himself an 
equally gdod writer of an adventure 
story, in 'hat on stalhi a first-class 
journalist. 

This book will be widely read by

P$A' well-known clergyman of this city

But while it is partly 
true, such arguments stress the rela- 
tivity of thought without notlhg that 
crises hi thought arise which have 
more significance than that of giving 
birth to some new and natural point of 
view.. The meaning of a new intellec- 
tual position may be terrible and de- 
vastating. It may, in fact, overturn 
civilization, — which Is stupendous 
enough, apart from its place In a psy- 
cholc«ical scheme of things. , 

Tliere can be no peaceful evolution 
of thought at such a tlme^ qurs. Men 
now conscious of futility,, wlil be seized 
by an overpowering seiise of truth, and 
all men will not be possessed, by the 
sanie passions. We we liot, yWle we 
\vrite at this mome^wjtfe^ 
any faith which ni'ayf^înw^'We are 
merely pointing out that when mighty 
knowledge rushes in to fill the vacuity 
of despair and helplessness, human in- 
stitutions will not stand the awful 
strain. Communism or Fascism, Roman 
Catholicism or,Calvlnism, or any pagan 
faith however fantastic.— these phen- 
omena and any others like them, which 
can set tiie world staggering, will 
wreck a federated university— a house 
built with eager, joyous^hands— in the 
twinkling of an eye. Some, will know 
truth and. many will know horror'. 
There will be tribulation and none will 
be able to retm'n to take his clothes. 
The work of several generations will 
be undone,, and' the end no man can 

see. /

He seldom 
qjuestlons wiiiat tils profesi ^ , put forth 
though e'conpmlc f^^^j^^, prompt 
these dispensers of learning to with- 
hold the obvious If It seems a bit dar- 
ing. He gets his degree and beieomes 
one of. the millions. 

Finds .Comfort in Status Quo 
The constitutional conservative falls 
Into the second group. He finds com- 
fort in the status quo; why should he 
argue and dream and plaii and strive 
for change? The here and now is Its 
own defense and/ Justification. Tliis 
group Is quite often well.versed!lô|lii|S; 
tory nrflitwature, but' dynamic cbn'clusr . 
Ions âre'^ffiîSi- tlie nature of its mem-

Tliird in the list Is the hedonist, im- 
consclously so, for hcj'does- not know 
hedonism Is a philosophy.
